ALL INCOMES TAXED 


Flat Two Per Cent Charg- 


ed On Earnings of All 


Corporations. 


State Commissioner of Revenue 


David A. Gates announced Monday 
following ruling of the 
supreme 


court upholding the constitutional- 
ity of the Hall income tax act, that 
organization of a division within 
his department for administering 
the' act would be completed with- 
in "a very short time." 


Mr. Gates said collection of taxes 


under the Hall act probably would 
be started about August 1. 


Although exact details have not 


been announced, it was said 
on 


good authority that the plan for 
collection of the tax already has 
been worked out, and that appoint- 
ment of the persons who will di- 
rect charge of the division of col- 
lection will be announced within a 
few days. 


The Hall act provides a tax of 


one per cent on net incomes of 
married persons up to $3,000; two 
per cent on the next $3,000; three 
per cent on the next $5,000; four 
per cent on the next $14,000, and 
five per cent on all income in ex- 
cess of $25(000. 


Exemptions of $2,500 for mar- 


ried persons and $1,600 for single 
persons are provided. Exemptions 
of $400 for each dependent also 
arc provided. 


A flat rate of two per cent will 


be charged as a tax against net 
earnings of corporations.
